SUMMARY: 


On Jun 16, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) team comprised of Lieutenant Kelly 
Adler, Lieute Sergeant James Jordan, 
and Sergeant responded to Lakewood Station 
I 


regarding and on-duty non-hit shooting. The shooting resulted with the injury of two 
deputies. 


IAB Lieutenant Adler confirmed with the watch commander, Lieutenant Jodi Hutak, 

took reasonable steps to ensure the involved personnel and witness did not 
discuss the incident amongst themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators. In addition, IAB Lieutenant Adler confirmed 
the involved personnel gathered in the company of a supervisor until they provided a 
statement to the assigned investigators. 


Detectives Steven Blagg, аш and Sergeant Guillermo Morales, кш... the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed 
control of the investigation. (For further information regarding the shooting investigation 
refer to homicide case book, under URN #016-13566-1334-055 [Exhibit A].) 


On June 23, 2016, at approximately 2249 hours, Deputy Christopher Allende, L | 
was working an overtime special assignment, as a motorcycle deputy, for a driving 
under the influence (DUI) / California Driver's License (CDL) checkpoint operation in the 
city of Bellflower. The DUI checkpoint encompassed the northbound lanes of traffic on 
Lakewood Boulevard between Oak Street and Laurel Street. (For further, see the DUI 
Operations Plan under Miscellaneous Documents) 
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Deputy Allende was tasked with monitoring traffic flow into the checkpoint cone pattern. 
While seated on his parked motorcycle, in the coned off center median of Lakewood 
Boulevard, near Laurel Street, Deputy Allende saw a dark colored sedan turn 
eastbound Laurel Street from Lakewood Boulevard. Laurel Street is an east west street 
located one block south of Oak Street. Laurel Street was coned off between the north 
curb line and the south curb line along the east curb line of Lakewood Boulevard. The 
dark sedan drove over the cone pattern and traveled eastbound on Laurel Street. The 
dark sedan then turned northbound onto Lisa Avenue. 


IAB Note: Lisa Avenue is a cul-de-sac street which only travels north of 
Laurel Street. It is outlined by eight single family homes on 
the east side and eight single family homes on the west side. 
(See Aerial scene photos [EXHIBIT B].) 


The dark sedan pulled along the east curb and stopped about midblock Lisa Avenue 
north of Laurel Street. Deputy Allende followed the dark sedan onto Lisa Avenue and 
Stopped behind the vehicle with his motorcycle emergency flashers activated. Deputy 
Allende saw the sole occupant driver (Suspect Juan Manuel Martinez MH/39) look over 
his left shoulder at him. 


Suspect Martinez abruptly turned the vehicle to the left and stopped in a northwest 
direction in the street. Deputy Allende moved his motorcycle parallel to the vehicle, but 
southeast of it. With his motorcycle headlight shining into the vehicle's passenger 
compartment, Deputy Allende saw Suspect Martinez was pointing a black 
semiautomatic handgun at him. Suspect Martinez held the handgun [EXHIBIT A, page 
337, EXHIBIT E] in his right hand and pointed it over his left shoulder. He fired the 
handgun at Deputy Allende through the open driver's window. Deputy Allende was still 
straddling his motorcycle when he was struck three times by gunfire. The bullets struck 
Deputy Allende in his left wrist, right wrist and his right side of the rib cage area. 


IAB Note: Suspect Martinez's vehicle was a 1999 Saturn four door green 
sedan license plat 


IAB Note: Lisa Avenue is a north/south cul-de-sac two streets east of 
Lakewood Boulevard. 


Once Deputy Allende realized he was shot, he quickly dismounted his motorcycle which 
fell to the ground. Deputy Allende ran in a northeast direction to seek cover. Deputy 
Allende attempted to draw his firearm, from its holster, with his right hand (his normal 
Shooting hand), but was unsuccessful due to the severity of his gunshot injury to his 
right wrist. Deputy Allende reached across with his left hand and struggled to draw his 
firearm. Suspect Martinez turned his vehicle to the right toward Deputy Allende's point 
of retreat. Fearing for his life, Deputy Allende fired nine rounds at Suspect Martinez and 
his vehicle. Suspect Martinez turned northbound and drove at a high rate of speed.

While Suspect Martinez was inside UT 5 o me, Deputy Chad Vanden Berg, 
who had been working PM shift in a plain clothes capacity, responded to Deputy 
Allende's emergent radio traffic. Deputy Vanden Berg parked his unmarked Ford F-150 
pickup truck in front о Oak Street. He parked the truck іп a northeast direction in 
the middle of Oak Street. Deputy Vanden Berg exited the truck with his holstered 
handgun, radio, and badge, on a necklace, around his neck. He walked to the tailgate 
of the truck where he briefly stood and looked west. He saw several uniformed deputies 
near houses along the south side of Oak Street. They were approximately three 
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residences west of him. Deputy Vanden Berg turned and walked east along the driver's 
side of the pickup truck. When he neared the front of the truck, he saw a male Hispanic 
(Suspect Martinez) with bushy hair calmly jogging toward him from the south. Deputy 
Vanden Berg first saw Suspect Martinez near the passenger side headlight of his truck. 
Deputy Vanden Berg did not recognize Suspect Martinez from any radio broadcast 
description. Deputy Vanden Berg placed his right hand on his firearm, and ordered 
Suspect Martinez to show his hands. Suspect Martinez continued to jog and did not 
appear threatening. Suspect Martinez rounded the front driver's side of the truck and 
shot Deputy Vanden Berg one time. Suspect Martinez held his gun in his right hand 
and shot from the hip level. Deputy Vanden Berg was struck by the bullet in the right 
shoulder area. He fell backward to the ground. Suspect Martinez continued running 
westbound on Oak Street along the north curb line. Deputy Vanden Berg transmitted 
emergent radio traffic that he had been shot and requested assistance to his location 
[EXHIBIT C]. 


IAB Note: Deputy Vanden Berg did not shoot Suspect Martinez initially 
because he did not identify him as the suspect and did not see 
a firearm. After Deputy Vanden Berg was shot, he fell 
backward and described his shoulder as "collapsing" and he 
lost use of his right hand (his shooting hand).

Deputy Allende 
was shot in the lower right outer rib area. His ballistic vest stopped the round from 
penetrating, but resulted in bruising to the area and a minor laceration.

The bullet entered at the wrist and exited on the outer 
portion of his forearm. The bullet broke bones in his wrist, broke his ulnar bone and 
severed arterial circulation.

He was shot in the right upper chest shoulder 
area. The bullet entered and struck his right clavicle causing it to shatter into several 


pieces. As the bullet shattered his clavicle, it turned outward and damaged arterial 
circulation to his right arm and caused nerve damage. Deputy Vanden Berg had 
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several extensive surgeries due to complications, including his lungs. He suffered 
severe right shoulder weakness and cannot grip anything in his right hand. Deputy 
Vanden Berg described his arm as 10 percent of what it was before he was shot.

The criminal investigation into the Attempt Murder of a Peace Officer shooting was 
handled by Los Angeles County Sheriff s Department Homicide Bureau Detectives 
Steven Blagg and Guillermo Morales. 


On June 27, 2016, Investigator's Blagg and Morales met with Los Angeles County 
Deputy District Attorney Garret Dameron of the Crimes Against Peace Officer Section. 
Deputy District Attorney Dameron filed ten counts of Attempted Murder of a Peace 
Officer, 664/187 PC, one count of False Imprisonment of a Hostage, 210.5 PC, and one 
count of Dissuading a Witness by Force or Threat, 136.1c(1) PC against Suspect 
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Martinez under case number VA142260. Suspect Martinez was arraigned in Bellflower 
Court on June 28, 2016.

The IAB Investigators reviewed the radio traffic [EXHIBIT C] associated with the 
incident.

Lakewood 
Dispatch 14 was utilized as the initial main patch traffic frequency during the initial 
stages of the operation. Tactical frequency “A-TAC-4” was utilized specifically for the 
tactical operation of capturing the suspect by the Special Enforcement Team. 
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Frequency Mutual Aid 5, was utilized by personnel assigned to overall containment of 
the area. Lakewood Station L-TAC was used minimally by station units.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEES 
DEPUTY CHRISTOPHER ALLENDE 
Homicide Interview 
On June 28, 2016, Deputy Christopher Allende MEME was interviewed by 
Homicide Detectives Steven Blagg and Guillermo Morales. The interview was 
summarized in the Homicide case book [EXHIBIT A, Pages 111-115]. The interview 


was transcribed by Homicide Bureau and is contained as a permanent record within this 
case file. Refer to transcript for complete interview. 
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IAB Interview 


On November 3, 2016, Deputy Christopher Allende {ЖА г> interviewed by IAB 
Investigator's Sergeants James Jordan and Carmen Arballo. The interview was audio 
recorded and transcribed under Job #51808. The following is summary of the 
interview: 


In the evening hours of June 23, 2016, Deputy Allende worked a special assignment 
DUI checkpoint in the city of Bellflower. He was the only motorcycle deputy (133M) 
working the checkpoint. The DUI checkpoint encompassed the northbound lanes of 
Lakewood Boulevard south of Oak Street to Laurel Street. The area was coned off for 
traffic control. Deputy Allende's duties were to monitor vehicles entering the DUI 
checkpoint cone pattern. At approximately, 2245 hours, Deputy Allende saw a four door 
sedan turn eastbound on Laurel Street from Lakewood Boulevard over the cone pattern. 
Deputy Allende saw the vehicle turn northbound on an unknown street. Deputy Allende 
followed the vehicle to contact the driver and determine if he was drunk. The vehicle 
Stopped midblock along the east curb line. Deputy Allende turned on his emergency 
lights and stopped behind the vehicle. The sole occupant driver (Suspect Martinez) 
looked over his shoulder at Deputy Allende and then made a quick left turn and stopped 
in the middle of the street facing northwest. Deputy Allende turned his motorcycle to the 
left and stopped southeast of the vehicle with his motorcycle headlight pointing inside 
the vehicle. 


Deputy Allende looked at Suspect Martinez and saw he was pointing a black 
semiautomatic handgun over his left shoulder, out of the open driver's window, and 
Shooting at him. Deputy Allende felt debris coming toward him and then felt his right 
hand get pushed back off of the handlebars. Deputy Allende jumped from his 
motorcycle and ran east seeking cover. Due to Deputy Allende's injuries, he drew his 
gun with his opposite hand and turned toward Suspect Martinez. Suspect Martinez 
turned his vehicle in a northerly direction. Fearing additional gunfire, Deputy Allende 
aimed and shot nine rounds at the vehicle's passenger side door pillar as Suspect 
Martinez drove northbound. As Suspect Martinez drove northbound, Deputy Allende 
conducted a tactical magazine reload. 


Once reloaded, Deputy Allende looked north and saw Suspect Martinez's vehicle 
parked on the east side of the cul-de-sac facing north. He saw the driver's side door 
was open, but did not see Suspect Martinez. 


Deputy Allende broadcasted emergent traffic over the Sheriff s Communication Center 
(SCC) access channel. He transmitted Suspect Martinez's vehicle license plate to 
SCC. Deputy Allende then retreated to the cover of his motorcycle. Within seconds, 
assisting deputies arrived. Deputy Allende briefly assessed his injuries and applied a 
tourniquet to his right bicep area. Deputy Allende walked out of the scene and was 
picked up by Deputy Davis. Deputy Davis transported Deputy Allende, via patrol car, to 
Long Beach Memorial Hospital for medical treatment. 
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Deputy Allende sustained a single gunshot wound to his left wrist. The shot struck his 
watch and caused a laceration and swelling, but did not penetrate. Deputy Allende 
sustained bruising and swelling to his ribs on the left side, from the bullet that was 
stopped by his ballistic vest. Deputy Allende was shot in his right wrist which broke 
bones in his wrist and his ulnar. As it traveled up his forearm, it damaged an artery and 
nerves. Deputy Allende had surgery to repair the arm which resulted in a plate and 
eight screws being implanted. 


Homicide Bureau did not conduct a round count from Deputy Allende's gun because it 
was processed through the crime lab. Deputy Allende told Homicide Bureau his slide 
locked to the rear and he conducted a tactical reload without firing any additional 
rounds. 


DEPUTY RANDOLPH MEYERS 
Homicide Interview

IAB Interview 


On November 3, 2016, Deputy Randolph Meyers аш... interviewed by IAB 
Investigator's Sergeants James Jordan and Carmen Arballo. The interview was audio 
recorded and transcribed under Job #51809. The following is summary of the 
interview: 


On June 23, 2016, Deputy Meyers worked a double shift. On day shift he worked his 
normal spot (230G6) at Cerritos Station, and then a special assignment DUI checkpoint 
in the city of Bellflower on PM shift. Deputy Meyers wore his class "A" uniform and gun 
belt from day shift to the DUI checkpoint. His gun belt contained his Department issued 
Smith and Wesson M & P 9mm handgun loaded with seventeen rounds in the factory 
magazine and one in the chamber. 


At approximately 2249 hours, Deputy Meyers was seated inside his patrol vehicle, 
within the pit oreo NN vn he heard 6-8 gunshots from the southeast. He 
then heard a second volley of gun shots estimated between 6 and 8 rounds. Seconds 
later, Deputy Meyers heard emergent radio traffic of a deputy involved shooting. The 
traffic included a suspect description and last seen running northbound. Based on this 
information, Deputy Meyers thought the suspect would run onto Oak Street near his 
location. 
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IAB Note: Тһе “pit” area of this Bellflower DUI checkpoint was а 
business parking lot located on the southeast corner of 
Lakewood Boulevard and Oak Street. The area is used to 
safely conduct Standardized Field Sobriety Tests, verify DMV 
license status, conduct vehicle searches and towing, and 
arrest suspects. 


Deputy Meyers along with other deputi eastbound Oak Street with their weapons 
drawn. They went to approximately "dll en along the south side of the 
Street. He anticipated the suspect running form the south between homes. Seconds 
later, Deputy Meyers heard a single gunshot from the east. Deputy Meyers' attention 
was drawn toward the sound of the gunshot. Deputy Meyers looked east on Oak Street 
and saw a dark colored truck in the middle of the street. Deputy Meyers described the 
lighting near the truck as poor. Deputy Meyers saw a male (Suspect Martinez) near the 
truck. Suspect Martinez walked westbound on Oak Street along the north curb line. 
Deputy Meyers saw a handgun in Suspect Martinez's right hand down at his side. 
Suspect Martinez then raised the gun in the direction of Deputy Meyers. Deputy 
Meyers, who was not behind cover, feared Suspect Martinez would shoot him. Deputy 
Meyers aimed at Suspect Martinez's chest and shot approximately 7-9 rounds in a 
northeast direction at Suspect Martinez. Deputy Meyers stated he and Suspect 
Martinez exchanged several rounds of gun fire before Suspect Martinez turned 
northbound up a driveway, between vehicles, and out of sight. 


Deputy M cover behind a small tree in the front yard of a residence 
located at Deputy Meyers saw Deputy Abbot, Lieutenant Milliman, 
and Reserve Deputy Fertal were nearby to the west. 


Deputy Meyers then communicated to the helicopter overhead Suspect Martinez's 
description and last seen location. Next, Deputy Meyers initiated a command post near 
Oak Street and Lakewood Boulevard. Several minutes later the command post was 
moved to the corner of Lakewood Boulevard and Alondra Boulevard. Deputy Meyers 
remained at the command post until a sergeant transported him to Lakewood Station.

He picked up Deputy Allende and 
transported him to Long Beach Memorial Hospital for medical treatment.

Deputy Wagner then realized he should respond to Deputy Allende because he has an 
EMT background and could assist pending paramedics' arrival. Deputy Wagner 
returned to the DUI checkpoint. He entered his patrol car and responded southbound 
Lakewood Boulevard to eastbound Laurel Street. Deputy Wagner looked northbound 
Lisa Avenue and saw a downed motorcycle in the middle of the street. He turned 
northbound saw two deputies and Sergeant Butao standing near Deputy Allende. 
Deputy Wagner exited his vehicle and attempted to render medical aid to Deputy 
Allende who was focused on the outstanding suspect. While attempting to bandage 
Deputy Allende's hand, Deputy Wagner heard several gunshots from the north. Deputy 
Wagner and Deputy Allende ran to cover. Deputy Wagner did not see the suspect or 
muzzle flash.

After running over the traffic cone, Suspect Martinez heard a lot of gunshots he 
described as "popping" noises. He got scared. He swerved his vehicle to the curb and 
exited. He ran toward the front of his car and jumped over a fence. He ran into a house 
where he was confronted by an older white male who identified himself as a не 
left по: and went to the house next door and asked for help. Suspect 
Martinez did ber what happen: , but recalled ending up in a garage with 
a male rare ccs who fell asleep on a bed. Suspect 
Martinez stayed in the garage until the “cops bombed the place with smoke.” 


Homicide investigators asked Suspect Martinez if he had anything inside his car. 
Suspect Martinez had a gun and methamphetamine's in the car and added he did not

want to до to jail for a long period of time because he had En ul Suspect 
Martinez denied owning the gun and said someone left if in his car under the passenger 
seat. Suspect Martinez said he may have shot the gun during this incident, but did not 
recall. Suspect Martinez described the gun as a 9m ed. Investigators told 
Suspect Martinez a gun was recovered from Witnes: jarage. They advised the 
gun would be tested for DNA and asked Suspect Martinez whose DNA would be on the 
gun, to which he replied, it would probably be his DNA on the gun. 


Suspect Martinez said he knew deputies had been shot. When investigators asked 
Suspect Martinez how he knew deputies had been shot, he replied, he just knew. 


Suspect Martinez injected methamphetamine just prior to this incident and stated he 
was afraid of going back to jail. Suspect Martinez stated he felt bad about the incident, 
but could not remember where he placed the gun. 


Suspect Martinez learned how to shoot a gun when he was approximately 19-20 years 
old. He went to the shooting range once a week and would shoot assault rifles and 
revolvers. Suspect Martinez said he was in a gang named Grape Street Watts, but it 
was a "front" (Street jargon for facade). 


Homicide Interview #2 


On June 25, 2016, Suspect Juan Martinez was interviewed again by Homicide 
Detectives Steven Blagg and Guillermo Morales at Norwalk Sheriff's Station. The 
interview was summarized in the Homicide book [EXHIBIT A, pages 105-106].

The following is a brief summary of the 
interview. 


Investigator Blagg advised Suspect Martinez of his Miranda Rights. He waived his 
Miranda Rights and agreed to speak with investigators. Suspect Martinez admitted the 
gun was his. He said he was scared to go back to jail. Investigators asked Suspect 
Martinez if he shot at deputies. Suspect Martinez replied, "If | did, | was scared. | was 
terrified. | didn’t know if it was going to make them go away or anything...” 


Suspect Martinez said he did not force woo o stay in the garage. He asked 
Witness] if he would help him because the police were looking for him because of 
the shots he fired. 


Suspect Martinez injected a half of a syringe of methamphetamine approximately 15 
minutes before this incident and admitted to using for 9 years.
